escaped Aram the confines of the Gasp on 22 July 1946, A reqjoest tbs made to 
Source to institute a search for the escapees among vhoa seara 20 Oerman CX 
prisoners. An investigation was initiated to find and apprehend aqy or aU of 
the escapees, 

2, On 27 JvJy 1946« a confidential and reliable informant of Source's ma eontaeted 

« l by a person then unknoen who claimed that be c an e Aram a certain FRANOO idiitdi. 

[ name has been knoan to Source and by the informant to be the cover name for 
1 Oarlo^ Chief Sinheit Ida, SD, The Infonoant was instructed to meet the 

i; meseenger and to determine his identity and the location of HftSS, (ki 28 July . 

1946 the informant met the messenger and found him to be one TOBKOiEFERy Hans^ 
who was in the coopany of another person qualified as GIANNI, The informanb 
determined Aram TCRKOEPER and GIANNI that Carlo HAAS had instructed them to 
proceed to Rome after their escape and to contact the infarccuxt idio woiAd aid 
them in their nrol eets of emigration to South America which p sAR ly^iTd finanea. _ 
TQRKQEPSt and CLCASSljll also stAted co the infomaat thai iiAiS would be cooing to 
Rome and that th^ might be surveilled a nd apprehended upon contacting HAAS and 
other escapees, 

3o The infomaat, VGREOEPSt and GlANNl were placed under daily surveillanoe fdilch 
developed the following lafomation. GIANNI was identified as FREmiG, llblter^ 
who was residing in the apartment of a Genqan woman at Via Padova #92, Boms^ 
who was fooRserly enployed at the German Bnbha<y the Vatican, Infarmatioa was 
further developed that FUETING and VQRKQBPSR were contacting two othe r esc apees 
at Via Fogloli #1, The two escapees were identdlfLed as EBITlJai^ 

Benno, cuid L1WIG» Giovanni, ^e susrvelllanee further revealed that VOBKQEPER 
and FUETING were meeting other persons in the former German Bnbascy at Via Pavia 
#21, Roms, It was further learned that the above named were making contacts 
with a priest in Villa San Fii^ceseo, Rome, and with a priest in Via dal Gapellari, 
Rame, It was dev^jopsd that the above wwe attaptibg to establish contacts with ^ 
a person or persons who could obtain a visa for a S<MXth Amarican einintxy, I 
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4» During the surveillanoe period Source *.s Inforrant succeeded in "barroviing” 
the letter V4rltten to FRANCO (Carlo HAAS) wUoh VCRKOiSPiSl ms using as an 
entree to Villa San Francesco. The letter, was addressed to I^dre FUJBjiRTO 
and stated in brief that a certain Col. KRTTLiji who was coniing to visit Padre 
FIUBBRtO would be needing soiwa help previously agreed upon by HAAS and Padre 
FILIOISITO. Sources* informnt learned that K;iii7TLi3l had brought the letter to 
Rone and had turned it over to VORKOSPER for use while awaiting the arrival 
of HAAS. Source’s inforinant also learned that Padre FlUBI3iT0 hod seen the 
letter and was aiding the escapees vdth food, lodging and contacts with Canaan 
and Vatican officials. 

5« During the surveillance it was learned that KliTFTLtiSK and UJDVflDC had left for 
Genoa where they were arranging for transpoortation to South AjnsrlGa while 
awaiting their visas. KETTLiH and LUD.VlG forwarded their passports to.VCRKOBFliS( 
in Rome by mail so that VCRKOIiPSR could arrange for the visa. The return ad'* 
dress on the back of the letter to VORKQlilPFR was Salita San Rocco, »QjS« The 
inforinant managed to "bOTrow” the passports in the letter for examinatloa and 
it ms found that in each case the passports were issued by the Intermtional 
Red Cross. Photostatic copies were made ajad are attached. Consequently, the 
infornaht was instructed to find the type of passports possessed the others 
and it was found that in each case the passpdrts v/ere from the Inbemationol Red 
Cross. A subsequent action was planned whereby the ihformat would also cbtain 
a passport in an effort to show the afarementloned persons that he too was in- 
terested in emigration to win their confidence. A second confidential inforrant 
ms put in contact with the group to show the group a means of obtaining lass- 
ports and idsaa. 

6|, .Informant »^1 found that ho could procure a passport with a false name by paying _ 

I 120,00 0 li re to. a person known to have contacts with the International Red Gross. 

! inf ormnT i?± was instructed to proceed vriLth the procureraent of a x^^ssport. In- 
formant was instructed to bring three photographs to tl^ person v/ho was 
identified as Giovanni ALTIiiEI of Via doUe Vlte Rom, iidto us^ uhe cover 
name of ASTRA, a palmistry and orjiBtal expert. Informant jjl made contact viith 
two men the Astra Group vifco told him to return in tv»o days. In two days in- 
furmant j^l was instructed that he was to appear at the offices of the Inteimational 
Red Cross where he was to get a passport form in triplicate tdiich he was to fill 
In. Informant #1 was given the false name of BAUCECH, lUrko and his description 
and parental data virhich had been procured by the Astra men. These i»en jirocured 
false names and relative data from the files of the Internationzil Red Cross v;hcre 
they found the name of a missing or a dead person who fitted the descrl{>tiQn of 
Infornant 0.^ InforDont #1 filled out the passport form and brought th^ to 
the office of the Secretary of the International' Red Cross who took his j^inger- 
prints (cine finger with plain ordinary ink) and told Informnt 0 to return two 
days later. In addition to his instructions to return in tv/o days, Infor^iant 0 
was instructed to obtain two letters of identification to be used in tlie issuing 
of a passport. Informant 0 obtained a letter fTom the Vatican from Uonslgnor j 
A stonino^etciiO i dentifying the bearer as BAUCECH, lairko when he vas fSTeSj®^^" f 
andCRw'^wsonr' This letter was arranged by the Astra Group. In addition In- ( 
format 0 procured a letter from the Italian Red Gross tdilch stated that the 
bearer ms BAUCECH, lUrko when in reality he was not. Informant returned to 
the International Red Cross and received a passport in the name of BAUC3SCH IUrko 
v/hich was Issued to hija on the basis of the letters of idenbl£loatibn«» 

7o The Astra Group then placed the aforefiientioned person in contact \d.th an official 
of the Spanish Embassy in Via Bctteghe Osetue vjho refer3red them to the Spanish 
Consulate In. Via Casrpo Marzio ;r34 for a visa. In the Spanish Consulate the 
aforementioned persons were given a form to fill out and vieiro given the follwdng 
instructions. Each person ms to fill in the name which was .on hla passport b^tb 
v<as thereafter to fill in the exact truth of his past history. 
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The fc«nns vrere received and taken away to be illled in. The group returned 
to the Spanish Consulate \dsere they learned that it would take iijteen days to 
receive a visa. 

8« The surveillance of the entire groi^} was continued and it was learned that 

FUETIIXr had inade contacts vdth a Baronessa CAUDCHEILl who is the property owner 
of the CIjUS Conipany which has branch offices and agents in South Ax^erica. It 
vas further learned that FUETIiJG was to becorae a South American representative 
for the CIT.^SS after the receipt of his passpozt and visa. FUhTING received 
60,000 lire from Baronessa CiUtBONi'MJ for o«.penses until he arrived in South 
America. 



9o On 14 August 1946 , the above group decided that they would not wait for Ii\AS 

but ivould go to Oen^to obtain passages to South Atnerioa with or without the A 
visa. Consequently, the surveillanco was stopped and LtS)t(llG, FUSTINC, VCR— ' 
KQEFJ31 and a person named SCII.'JICHTLirJBiJvG v/ere arrested in the act of leaving 
Rome. In each case each individual was found to be an escapee excepting 
SCH.HCHTEIBiiRG who was found to be in Italy illegally and found to be in poss- 
ession of false discharge permits from Condeotratian Camps vdilch he was si;Q>plying 
to German escapees as they appeared at the former German iilknbassy to the Vatican 
on Via Pavia. The interrogations of the above persons revealed that KiSTTLER was 
in Genoa and was in contact with anoth er e scapee named INVREA, Aldemaro. A trip 
to Genoa was organized to search for KETTI.iR and Ii{\niEA with the permission of 
the respective zone conmanders. KETTL^It and INVREA vxere captured. On this saine 
trip leads on the location of HAAS, Carlo were developed in the area of Parma 
and he was captured in Bologna on 14 September 1946. KETTLI31, INVREA and HAAS 
vrere brought to Rome for inteirogation 



lOo The Intorrc^tions of all persons concerned revealed the fdllowiiig interesting 
facte. All persons concerned after having originally escaped appeared in the 
V office of Dr. T.'iUy NIX, Head of the Fvoo German Coomittee in Italy and were 
supplied with identification papers euid sojourn papers despite tte fact that 
Dr, MIX was fully avare that in each case the person reciuesting the documiM^Es 
^3 wanted'. It ^vas further learned that these persons then ae^e contacts with 
Padre BAY>iiR with the help of NIX or iidth the help of Baron VOR FROHLICIBTRAL vdio 
then succeeded in making a contact for these persons Td.th persons who would in- 
terest themselves in feeding, lodging arid providing necessary papers for emi- 
^ation. It vias found that the chain Dr* lilX to PROHLICHSTRAL to Padre BAYEl 
to a ' Harold g^lBCKE provided escapees with coricentratlw conqp docuinaxts ended 
up with persone like Baronessa CAiiBONELU or Padre Don ; Carlos of the Vatican who 
succeeded in jjroviding Jobs for the escapees in South America. 

3J.0 The cl>ain of refugees to Dr. lOX to J3aron VON HIGHUCKSTRAL to Padre BiVfiR to 
EZ3CKE to Baronessa CARBC^ELLI to Padre Don Carlos presented such a large flow 
of German emigrants that each individual was examined separately. The eocamination 
showed that Dr. NIX, who has been known since the Allied occupation of Rome as 
the head of the Free German Coasnittee, is vrell known in intelligence files « 

Dr. NIX tes registered his organization with Italian authorities out has not con--.; 
tlnued its activities along its declared lines. Dr. NIX has not a consular office 
but has attenqpted to obtain consular rights for his office and has continuall^r 
issued documents which required consular Jurisdiction. Dr. NIX has further fhiled. 
to live up to the obligations of his organization in the submitting of the names 
of all applicants for check by Italian and Allied authorities. Proof of the 
Utter is the fict that the grougp nnntioned. earlier in this report was registered 
with the office of Dr. NIX and was never reported. In addition, confidential in- 
formsnto :>8enb to Dr. IJIX reported that he Ins been receiving money and visits 
from Coomunist-Yugoslav elements, (information in this Instance not verified by 
other sources). However, the construction and purpose of the NIX organization 
vias found to be most similar to the organization brcdcen up in Stuttgart, Gemnny, 
vdiich was found to be a front for Hoseow espionage as reported by AP Septend>er 2, 
1946 at Frankfurt. (It Is entirely possible therefore, that NIX vAio is an Im- 
portant link in the German emigration could bo serving a similar function). 
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Baron VON FROHUCHSTAL t This person has been found to be a source of unlimited . 
help to Cferman refugees in It^Ly regardless of the character of the refugee^ 

This person with Dr. NIX has been an important link in the chain of these refugees 
because of his strong Vatican connections. 

Padre BAYER i This Vatican representative concerns himself with the Gerasn refugee 
action of the Vatican. He has been in close contact vdth the elements who have 
been using the former Ehibassy to the Vatican, Via Piave Rome, as a lodging 
or forv^arding address. He has further been most usedTul in supplying food and 
letters from the Vatican which has been of tremendous help in this chain.

EijBCKE. Harald : Recently captured attempting to cross the border on documents 1 

issued by Dr. NIX. Above>4aentloned individual was part of chain which supplied 
false docviments testifying that if^'^^arer had been released from a concentration camp. 
Above individual ivas engaged in this work with one VON H0 HEW3 EE cdLias PIKHOID, still 
at large, who is mentioned in the AFHQ cable CIO, number PX71680 dated 101758 B, " 

as the organizer of a subversive group in Germany aixil Italy# In same cable one 
Carl Neinz NASS was reported as having come to Italy at request dT VON HOHENSEE. 

NASS was used by this Agent to penetrate NIX and to contact and VCWf HOBMSEE. 

NASS reported NIX activity with Communist Jugoslavs a nd r eturned to Germany on NIX*s 
documents, NASS failed to contact 'DJBCK& t?r V(®f H0HEN3EE* EMBCKE Interrogation 
confirmed part of German eralgiration chain. 

Baroneasa CARBONEILl t Proprietor of CBIES, import and export company, with carter 
in Romo, Via Giovanni Battista Vico 22 and. sub^ffice in IfUan. CIUES found to be 
in liquidation state yet CAISIONELU offeired representation to FUETING in Colombia 
and advanced him 60,000 lire. Superficially a benefactor for refugee Germane is 
cunning and undoubtedly conscious of her part in the emigration chain. 

Padre Don CARLOS : Vatican representative with connections In South America Consuls 

particiilarly Colombia and connections with business firms in South America. This 
person referred Gexmans mentioned above to on e George FCRTOFg^ CoUe Senica jJ®, 
Barcellona, Spain (undoubtedly letter drop or r^ay point) Tirfio was to aid bearers 
of letters to proceed to South America. These latter two persons, rdth all their 
contacts complete the German emigration chain vAiich futinels all of its clieris 
through the I.R.C. Since this chain in the German activities was developed, an 
investigation was conducted to determine whether or not similar chains existed in 
the i^e Austrian Committee, in the Russian Vatican Delegation (Rossicum), in’'’- 
Jxjgoslav circles, in Polish Vatican circles, in Hungarian circles, in Swedish - 
circles, and in practically every Nation's Vatican delegation. In each in^anee 
it was fbund that each delegation funnels its refugees throu^ the I.R.C. Conse~ 
quently, a closer investigation of the Intezviational Red Cross activities was 
initiated, 

A reliable informant in the International Red Cross revealed that many of the per> 1 
sons working in the International Red Cross are definitely pro>K3eznian and pro- 
Jugoslav, and do not appear to be other than agents of their respective national 
delegation. The informant in the International Red Cross stated that on many oc- 
casions Jugoslavs have succeeded in being issued two and three passpoxi^s with the 
excuse that thqy have lost their passports. The investigation of the I«R,C, further 
reveals that a close supervision of the eq>plicatlon is not giv«r and that too much, 
reliability is placed upon the letters of identification issued by Vatican dele- I 
gates, A reference to paragraph 6 of this report, reveals tliat certain contact ( 
groups are ab le to ob tain access to files of the I,R«C« and are able xo pick "out 
rsames of MTssing or dead ’^rsOTS'^Tdwse nSme'S'lsEfe placed on passports for persons 
not wanting to be recognized. The investigation reveals that the IcR,C, is very 
loosely run and Is very p robably a hav en for the passag e a gen ts since the I,R»C . 
passport is recogniz^ in maty" Proof of this lies in the fact that ~T” 

Source has run twd“pe^reWs''tfirw under false names and no attempt was 

made to uncover either individual. Further proof of this fact Ues in the pass- 
ports issued to Giorglans who formerly wore Allied vdth the German Amy in sabo- 
tage and espionage against the AUies, Source is currently investigating the 
receipt of two such passports, one DADIANl, ?a.diel and one Prince Tonquis 
DADECHSELIANI, formerly connected vdth Abwehr 2, Paris, These two latter cases 
have obtained visas to American countries and have been stopped by Source. In 
addition, requests made from Vatican clerical representatives of either the Rus- 
slcum or Jugoslav delegation for passports for refugees have been too readily 
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available. Hundreds of cases of individuals not properly identified have been 
handled by the I,R.C« Spot checks of local refugees oanops showed that at least . 
one in eveiy five persons possessed an I.R.C. passport* In nary cases the pass- 
ix>rts T/ere found to be made out in names different from the actual name of the 
bearer*

13 c This investigation h&B shovm defiixite trends of interest in the emigration n0ve~ 
ments and the accessibility of the I.R*C* fay many nations* The following examples 
are cited for refex’ence* 

14* On 7 June and 19 Jtuie 1946^ one Jakot GOTZ and one FFEFFER, Oeiae, refugees made ; 
application to the I*R.C» for passports to be used in emigration to the U*S*A* 

An examination of the dociiments possessed fay both it ims revealed that each was 
attempting emigration to the U.S*A* sponsored fay the American Joint Distribution 
Committee. Each claimed to be a Polish Jew despite the fact that Source believed 
them to be Slavs* In each case. Source found that each was guaranteed his welfare, 
by an American if he co^lld emigrate* It was strange, however, that in such case 
each individual possessed telegrams and letters vMch led Sovirce to the conclusion 
that the American sponsor did not know the iri^vidual as the documents would in- 
dicate but rather that the American individual bad supplied a family hlstozy and 
data to the individual , for use either at the request of the AJDC or some other 
agency to facilitate his emigratlono 

15* This investigation also rdvealed that with reference to the Jewish emiigration 

from Germany and Austria there has been a definite interest on the part of Jugo- 
slavia to penetrate this movement* The investigation has shown that Jews have 
been readily admitted over the border of Jugoslavia for shipping to Italy* There 
has been a mixture of Jugoslavs with Jews in refugee camps as a result of this in- | 
flux through Jugoslavia* 

16. A recent development in the emigration moveoient was manifested in the apprehension 
of a Hxingarian viio was found to be in the possession of some 60 applications for , 

I.R.C* passports which allegedly was bringing to Rome for prosecution* This peiv ' 

son, one, SZIlAGYI Earoly, had succeeded in obtaining the I*R*Co forms for pass- 
ports and was apprehended selling the forms. Important in this case, however, was 
the fact that he posseseed documents of several I!wgarians vhich were falsified - 
and which intended to give the bearer the right to remain in Italy and, therefore, 
apply for a passport* 

17a The movement of the Hungarians led to a further discovery of false passports forms 
issued from the Sivedlsh liitoassy in Rome for Hungarians. These passports were false 
in the sense that they were back-dated to cover a period prior to the past two months 
vdien the function of giving out passports to Rungaidans from the Swedish Embassy 
has been stopped. Interesting to hote, however, is the fact that the only proof 
necessary for the applicant to the contact at the Swedish Eiibassy has been to prove 
that he is Hungarian by his knowledge of the language. It is believed that this is 
a frinction unknown to Sfaibasi^ officials* It has been found in this group that the 
Jewish clandestine emigration movement has been facilitated fay docments issued by 
AJDC and by "Delasem'' vhich aid the Hungarian to trav^ from Budapest to Subotlca 
to Novi Sad to Belgrade to i/^reb to lujubljana to Trieste to Udine to 7eid.ee, to 
Milan to Bologna and throtrgh to Rome* The Hungarians once arrived then register 
with the Vatican which grant them documents on the basis of ability to speak the 
language vbich then maices them eligible for an I*R*C* passport* It is interestii^ 
to note that one of the offices assisting the Hungarians is the Slovene Committee 
of Assistance on Via del Colli No* 8, Rome* An Italian police report lists the | 
building at this address as being owned by the NKVD* 

18* The Jtigoslav ssvement in this picture is of particular interest since there appear 
to be altogether too maiy refugees in Italy are apparently antl-TITO* Particu- 
lar .instances uxider investigation is the recent arrest of one KQLGIN, Igor, Gre^, 
bom Russian, idio emigrated from Belgrade to Germany and then to Italy on falsi- 
fied documents* This person, also is in possession of an I*R*C* passport and ^vas 
arrosted in Rome %dth tws pistols, one equipped vdLth a precisely home constructed 
silencer and the other a plain automatic* TMs person has been living in a DP 
Camp at Bari and allegedly came to Rome to break in and enter Jewelry stores* The 
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fallacy of this etateaent lies in the construction of the silencer on t he guno 
Still another instance for reflection lies in the recent inurder of THBOBAID- 
BAWICZ, Emilio, alleged Polish refugee, mAio is the victim of 'the suspected KOLOB 
Gregor, Russian Slav* Facts in this case indicate espionage against the Russians 
and the discovezy of it* Still another incident is the recent stabbing of the 
Giozgian, DIASAIilDZE Misha, who was assaulted in the stairway of his rooming horns 
by a Russian vhom DIASAIiOZE saw at Cineoitta'* Investigation of these three in~ I 
cidents reveals traces of recruiting by Coiomunists In the ease of VOI/HH, eapion* / 
age by ANDERS II Corps against the Russians in the case of THE0BAID~BA7?ICZ, and | 
the oontinoal struggle b^ween the Georgians and the Russians in the case of 
DIASAT^ZE* In^)ortant in all three instances is the fact that eadi person itb' 
volved possessed an I.R.C* passport*

This investigation has ^onn a definite Russian Interest in emigration in Italy 
with and without use of I.R.C* Vbat of the Russian DP^s in camps have become 
possessors of the I.R.C. passport, although it is not understood ivAiy they should 
need thenio In most cases, those Russians possessing the passpoi*t have qualified 
themselves as Poles and have had Polish caiqp certificates. However, this investi- 
gation has revealed that ‘the Russian rehabilitation camp near Pisa has allowed 
Russians on liberty with no documents. Source makes specific refez^nce to the 
case of RAZIN Elia, Russian DP, who has constantly beeh AHOL and mAio has been a 
source of trouble to Allied and Italian Police in Rome. RAZIN Elia, was picked up. 
by the American MP’s of E<m» in June 1946 and was brought to Source for interroga- 
tion. The interrogation revealed that l^ZIN Elia had no documents exceptirtg a 
letter from the Russian 'vlilitazy Mission, Rome, \diich stated in brief that the 
bearer was goiz]g to Sicily to recover some baggage left during the war and that 
any questions regazxiing his identity should be referred to the Russian Mllltazy 



Mission. RAZIN Elia was released and was arrested on two other occasions. On 
each occasion RAZIN* s version of his first trip to Sicily diffez^ until he fin- 
ally stated that the 7iission had sent him to contact two agents in Sicily azid to 
deliver thera a package and mon^. The important feature of this information is 
that like RAZIN, nearly all Russians traveUing in Italy carzy the same type of 
letters issued by the Russian Mllitazy Mission. In addition to, the above informa- 
tion on the Russian activities, it has been leazwd but not vexlfied that a Rus- 
sian General named DELOS)S^ has approximately 1000 men in Italy vbose puzpose 
it is to eliminate all aziti-Cohsouziist obstacles. Also izzberesting to note is that 
the "Russicum" of the Vatican appears to have an increased activity with the influx 
of refugees and it would appear that one of its leaders is Father PRESESEH (Jesuit) 
vAio was a graduate of the Russicum. Father PRESS2£N is also alleged to be a 
leader of the Vatican Infozmation Service on Russian ^activities.

20. This investigation has also revealed other interesting jramlficatlons. It has 

been developed that at Via Nazlonale 87, Rome, there is an office under the name 
of Mantovani. vblch receives Germans vbo wish to emigrate back to Gezmany to the 
Russian zone. This office supplies a letter and money to the z*equestor vAio pre- 
sents 'the letter to the addz^ssee vbo in turn supplies money, travel meazis and . 
instructions to the beyer desiring to ente r Russ ian-occupied Gezmany or Austria. 
Source has sent one under-cover agent throughTlEEs roxzte vdio has been as far as 
Udine, but was uimocessful in continuing on. In addition, 'bo the above line it 
has been developed that Udine and TrevlBo -ftre important poizzts on a supply line 
tised by the Russians from Vienna, Klagenfurt, Treviso, Udine, Trieste and Rome. 
Investigation has revealed that Austrians fr^ Viezuia have been travelling this 
route by train and have been consigning packages to Russian Mission cars at 
Treviso and Udine and then return to Vienna. These latter two pieces of informa- 
tion appear to tie in with the activities of the SCR^tAZE, Hande vdiich emigrates 
PoW®s back to Russian Occupied Germany. — " o 



RjEZIAKKS ; 

21. In Part I of this report it is evident that a German organization exists for ths 
illegal emigratlcm of Germans to South America. This ozganLzation ezzcourages es- 
capes, wazzted persons, etc., to stay at large or to come to Italy for emigration 
and thereby creates an unwanted situation in Italy. It is most clear that the 
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IcRoC. has been satxirated with these Germans who are hiding b^ilnd the Fasspcnrbs 
issued bjr I,R,C« It is further evident that similar oxganiaations exist in every 
refugee ddegation regardless of the nationality* Thez*efore^ Sowce concludes 
that the confusion caused \yy the influx of refugees and the laxity in the secure 
ity of the I.R.C. pas^orbs has interested certain nations to the point of a i 

gener^ penetration of agents* Svidence thiroughout this report in^cates that

this report be continued, and that requests be made of all commands for any further 
infonoation on these lnci<tents* Source further recommends that a complete curtail- 
rnent of passport services of the I*R,C« be considered and that some policy of 
action against these refugees agencies which are trafficking in iU^al inmlgra- . 
tion be considered* Soutee further recoomiendo that higher headquarters set a 
policy in cooperation with the Italian authorities for the treatment of dangerous 
refugees in Italy*

by phono. Subject related to the informant that he had escaped from the Rimini 
Compound on 22 July 1946 with 39 other persons, one of whom was (^lo HASS «Aio 
had instructed Subject to contact the informant to obtain help. Subject made j,'-'"' 
an appointment to zoaet the Informant of Source for the following day, 2 August 
1946 , at a cafe near Santa llarla liaggioz^o The informant of Source reported ' .. 

the incident and was instructed to carry on with the appointment. An approprir 
ate surveillance and Investigation was initiated to determine idio was with Sub^ 
ject, idiat his intentions were and to stake the necessary apprehensiono 

2. On 2 August 1946 the surveillance of the cafe near Santa liarla liaggiore was 
placed and the contact with the Informant of Source was awaited. Subject and 

an unknoum person appeared and contacted the informant. After some conversation 
the informant parted company and the surveilling team pursued Subject and the 
unknown person. At a prearranged place an interrogation of the informant was 
conducted and it was learned that Subject had presented himself under the name 
of KAETHER, not his own, and had shown a letter addressed to Padre FHIBER10 of 
the Villa San Francesco, Rome, from Carlo HASS. The letter contained a request 
for aid to the bearer was signed FRANCO (alias recognized by infomant ae 
that of HASS). Subject told the informant that HASS had supplied his (informants) 
phone number and had related that the informant could be relied upon for help. 

The HASS letter indicated that he was to be in Home in approximately one week 
after the date of wilting, 27 July 19i^. The letter bore the return address of 
Salita San Rocca No. 3« G^oa. Subject fturther told the informant that a group 
of the escGq>ees from Rimini had organized to emigrate to South America and that 
he. Subject, had come to Rome for the purpose of obtaining help from the inform^* 
ant. After the receipt of this Information, Source ordered the suiweillance con- 
tinued with no apprehensions since it appeared that other persons woxild appear 
and since the emigration plan of the escapees was of interest. The informant 
xvas instructed to maintain contact with Subject and to report daily. 

3. Subject and unknown friend who was found to be FUETBK} Walter, were surveiUed 
continuously' till 14 August 1946. Contacts they made with LUDWIG Hans, 
SCHWICTF21BURG Joachlno, and KAETEI^ were all noted. Ea^ step taken in prep- 
aration for their emigration to South America was. noted. On 13 August 1946 it 
was learned from the informant that Subject had decided to leave Rome for Genoa. 
The decision was made because it appeared that HASS vho had prondeed money 
would not appear and Subject decided to obtain passage in aome other maimerc 
Consequently, the surveillance team was order^ to arrest Subject if and when 
he appeared at any point of exit from Rome. On 14 August 1946 Subject was ar- 
rested at the Rome Railroad Station in the act of leaving for Genoa. 

4. A subsequent Interrogation of Subject revealed the following factors eonceming 
his past history. Subject was bom U June 1917 at Frankfort, Germany, to Hans 
Wilhelm and Emma (FOREUAH) VOREOEPFR. Subject is married to FDELTRAUT Preuss, 
born 14 FObruaiy 1922 at lauenburz. Subject presently resides in Wilmersdorf , 

Via Sudaestkorso No. 45, Berlin. Subject was called to mllitaxy service in 
1935 in labor service. Subject enrolled In aviation as a W/T operator idiere he 
was assigned to Koenigsberg till 1937. In 1937 he volunteered to fight in Spain 
where he remained until 1936. In 1936 he returned to aviation in Germany at 
Regensburg-Obertaublingo In 1936 he was discharged and after 3 6ays enlisted 
in the police force at Koenigsberg. Subject was sent to school at Fuerstenfeld- 
buck from where he was graduated as a 2nd Lt« 1939; in 1940 he was assigned a 
company at Cattovdtz, Poland, where he remained till the end of June 1%0. 

From Jtuie 1940 to January 1941 he stayed in Vienna and was then enrolled in the 
SS wAiich assigned him to the Island of Lofoten, Norway, to protect the fishing 
industxy till June 1943 « Subject then returned to Berlin and was put in the 
Colonial Police and was then replaced in the SS, JQ-AUE based at Breslau-Llssa. 

In 1943 Svbject also served as an instructor for the newly formed Division of 
Ukraine SS. He was aftenvards assigned the command of a company to fight on 
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the Russian front vixere he remained until June 1%4» He returned to Berlin 
and was again assigned to the same division vfaioh i*^umed to the Russian 
front where he stayed xmtil Hoy 1.9U5o He was taken prisoner with the Armistice 
but made his escape to Germany from where he went to Italy with the intention 
of escaping to the Amerloaso 

5o Subject arrived in Italy and remained until J\me 1%6 at vdxich time he was az^ 
rested by FSS, Subject had in his possession documents from Dr» NIX of the 
Gensan Committee and an Intematior^ Red Cross passporta Subject was sent to 
ipjidni on 1 8 July 1946 from vihere he escaped 22 July 1946« Subject esctqped 
vdth KAKIHL^ with whom he came to Ro me a nd he was presented to FUETING 

and IXJDWIG. Subject received from KAETHIIR, prior to his (KAETHtER*s) departure 
for Goioa, the letter from HASS to Padre FIIIBERTO, the name and phone tracer of 
the Informant of this Source and the necessary instructions for the contact »

at the Rome Railroad Station ;diere he was about to take a train for Genoa» An 
investigation was initiated to detexmine Subject's past and to detezmine his 
present activities with the escapee emigration groupo 

2o An interrogation of Subject revealed that he was b om in Westfalla, Genoangr, on 
29 Novetdber 1915 to Rudolf and Anna (ESSER) FOETING^. Subject cuirently resides 
in Furstenberg, Germany, vhere he has his wife and ohlldrsn* Subject was a 
Major in the "Viking Di^slon" of the German Axtoqt where he commanded a company 
of 500 men* Subject was engaged in the war uuztll 1943 at idiieh time he was 
wounded and put in a non-service category* Prom 1943 'wtil 1945 Subject wwked 
in a maintenance outfit repairing tanks at Oder \ixtder the organization TOBT* lii 
April 1945 Subject was forced to escape because of the Russian advance and after

has furthermore made contacts with an illegal emigration group and was arrested

It was developed that Subject was mseting 
vdth Lt, Col, INVREA Ademaro, in a glove-store of one lARTINEXU Salvatore, in 
Piazza del Ferrari, Genoa, On 30 August 1946 at the noon hour Subject entered 
the 2&RTINEL11 store and vsas followed a few minutes after by lUVREA, Subject 
and INVREA were allovred to exit from the store and were quietly placed under ar- 
rest, 

4« An Interrogation of Subject revealed that he was bom 4 January 1903 at Soldau, 
Germany^ to Alexander and Anna (KOIBERT) KAETOXSSla Sid>Ject*s present home address 
is Saxon, Qemany, The interrogation revealed that Subject was made a prisoner 
of war after the capitulation and wae aesigi^ to the 206 PoW Camp near Taranto^ 
On 11 April 1946 Subject escaped while being transferred to another camp. On 4 
May 19^6 Subject proceeded to Rome vhere he reported to the Gexman Committee of 
Dr, mx from whom he received an Ausweiz identification. Subject stayed at the 
Villa San Francesco, in the home of Baronssea GARBONKLIA, Viale l&zzini No, 9 , 
and in the home of a certain THELFSER, at Via Siertina No. 57, Rome, On 29 June 
1946 Subject was arrested and sent to the Rimini Compound, 

5, On 22 June 1946 Subject escaped with the other pxisonsrs from the Rimini Comr- 
potmd and proceeded to Rome, Subject was travelling vdth an International Red 
Cross passpoid which he had received in Rome on 5 June 1946 through the help of 
one NELdMi, eecretazy del ''Aseistenza del I^fughi”, Via Piave No, 23 , Rome, 
Subject remained in Rome only a few days and departed for Goaoa, Prior to leav- 
ing Rome, S\]bJeot left a letter written by Carlo HAAS, alao an escapee from 
Rimiid, to Padre FIHBERTO at Villa San FVanceseo, Thle letter bore a return 
address of Salita San Roeco No, 3, Genoa, 

6, Vftien Subject arrived at Genoa, he eneoimbered a Lt, Col, INVREA and secured 
lodging and food in the Convent at Salita San Rdcoo, Subject occupied himself 
vdth attempting to find passage to Sovzth America and in communicating with 
fellow escapees in Rome, who were obtaining passports and visas for Coloadbla I 
and Venezuela, At the time of his arrest, 30 Au^st 1946, Subject was await- \ 
ing the visit of fellov; escapees who were to bring him the visas required and 
vho were to emigrate together with him, 

7, Subject has been transferred back t9 RiminLo 
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SUBJECT: IMBEA, Ademaro 



la On 26 July 1946 Source was informed that 40 Gennac and Italian security prisoners 
had escaped from the Rimini Cl Compound on 22 July 1946» AFHQ Infomed Source 
that Subject, former Lt» Col. of the Italian Parachutist Division, was one of 
the escapees. An imrestlgatlon ms initiated to find and apprehend Subject. 

2. Information was developed that Siibject had proceeded to Genoa and was involved 
vdth a group of German escapees vbo were attempting to emigrate from Italy to 
South America. Information was developed that Subject was in contact with a 
certain KAEIH1£R Beimo, Lt. Col. German escapee fr«n Rimini, vdio allegedly was 
staying at Sallta San Roceo No. Genoa. 

3« On 27 August 1%6, after sufficient information was developed. Source proceeded 
to Genoa inhere an investigation of the information rev ealed t hat Sdbject was 
meeting with KAElHISTi Benno, in a stoi*s owned by one TIARTINRLLI Salvatore in 
Piazza del Ferrari, Genoa. An appropriate sur veillance was placed overlfais ad- 
dress for the appearance of Subject and KAEIRLER. On 30 August 1946 at approxi- 
mately the noon hour. Subject entered the laR TlHE LIl store and in a few ndnutes 
KAETHUER made his appearance. Subject and KAEZHIER were quietly arrested after 
their exit from the meeting place. 

4. An irterrogatlon of Subject revealed that he was first arrested on I3 Ifey 1%5 
and that he had been interned at Padua, Teml, Forte Boooeo, and was sent to 
Hlmlni on 17 July 1946. After one day at Rimini, Subject learned that an es- 
cape was planned through a tunnel which had been dug from the altar of the 
Church inside the Rimini Compbuxid.to‘ a point in a com field outside the' RiM 
Compouiul. Subject sald:that the tunnel was begun at 11 P.7^ of 22 July 
^ded at 5 P.M. of 23 July. Subject was the last person to leave thO tunnel. 
After his escape. Subject cane to Rome vdiere he drW money out of the "Credlto 
Ita^^ano''..and then left rftor three days for Genoa. ?fhile in Rone, Subject 
lived with a Col. SAUTIIIO Pietro, of Via Chiana No. 112, who Iqtew nothing of 
his escape. 

5. Subject arrived in Genoa at the end of July and went to live with hie cousin's 
family (VARAZ21I) of the Prov, of Savona, near Genoa. According to Subject, he 
met KAEIHUZl % a Genoa street on approximately 1 August 1946. . Subject obtained 
for KAETHLER toard and lodging In the ''Convent of San Nicola" on Sallta San . 
Rocco, Genoa. At this time Subject arranged with KAEIHZER that tfa^ would meet 
when necessary by leaving word in a glove store on Piazza del Ferrari, vhere 
each could visit to find word of the other. According to Subject, upon the 
occasion of his third visit to this glove store, he was arrested. 

SOURCE'S REMARKS : 

6. An investigation In Genoa revealed that Subject's story was correct. An investi- 
gation of the ^ove store of 7JARTTHELU revealed that UART3NEILI knew Subject but 
did not know of his Inteznment or escape nor did he know of the nature of Sub- 
ject's meeting with KAEIHIER. The investigation further revealed that Subject 

is involved with KAETHIER in the emigration from Italy of German eecc4>ee8 and 
that he was attempting to obtain for one or more Gormans, passage from Genoa to 
Spain. Althou^ Subject does not admit this, sufficient evidence from other in- 
vestigation ahows that he is undoubtedly involved to acme extent in the escapee 
emigration eeheme, 

SOURCE'S RECOMLEMDATIQHS : 

7. It is believed that Subject can give no further information and is, therefore, 
of no further use.

2o On 16 August 1%6 Subject was az*rest^ at the Rome Railxcsd Station in the com- 
pany of FDETING Walter, escapee PoW from Qemanw, in the act of taking a train 
for Genoa, In the subseq^oent interrogation x^garding S:A>Ject*3 connection vtith 
FUETING who had been muier surveillance for some time. Subject revealed that he 
had met FUETSKi through a certain UH)?JIG, also under sturveiUance who was attempt 
ing to emigrate from Italy to South America, Subject said that he had met a 
Baronessa CARBONELLA who had offered FUETINO an agency for her export compan y in 
Colombia, South America, Subject claimed that his interest in aiding FOETING 
and LUDWIG was only that they wez*e fellow-GermAns, Subject dlselaimed any 
knowledge of the fact that any of the persons concerned were escapees, 

3» A search of Subject's person revealed that Subject possessed identity documents 
mde out fay the Vatican German Erdbasay in Januaxy 1944^ an Italian auswels made 
out by Dr, NIX in Januaxy 1%6, a German passport issued in ?A3y X9U5, and a so- 
journ paper- made by the local Questura in Januaxy 1946. In addition. Subject 
possessed a work pass issued fay the lOlitary Government Detadunsnt FIG 2, Bbrl- 
born, Germany, signed by Capb, Victor (^ONTIIAXL, issued 26 September 1945 at 
Alledorf, Germany; a certificate of a militaxy government of Germany issued in 
Septeiiber 1945 restricting Subject to Klrchain. Germany* and a ty pe w ritten pass 
from a "ifagglore ANGELE, Romano, iifUciale Italiano di o^Uegamento presso 3a 
Settimo Armata Amezlcana" vbich was labelled displaced persons center N.I. 
issued 1 December 1945* stating that there was no objection to Subject's exv> 
trance into Italy, It appears that the latter pass is false and it is voit the 
iregularly enployed method of emigration from Germany to Italy, Subject also 
possessed a registration record card of the AEF D,P, with no signature, 

4» The interrogation of Subject revealed further that he has been a member of the 
Gezman Submarine Naval Force and the Gexman Axity and has fougbt against the 
Allies, Interrogation further revealed that Subject was a member of the Hitler 
Juguend from 193o to 1942, Although Subject denied that he falsified the lasses 
in his possession, he does not have the normal documents reqiuired. Subject 
denied also the falsification of the certificate of the discharge document xdiich 
he made out in the name of the escapees despite the fact that they viore found 
on his person, 

SOURCE'S RBiARKS ; 

5, Subject is a young but malicious person. He has lied deliberately to cover his 
activitieso It is believed 1:^ Source that Sibject did falsify the papers by 
vdiich he made an entry into Italy. It is felt, therefore, ttet Stbject is il- 
legally in Italy despite the fact that his parents are hex« and it is Ibirther 
felt that he is a dangerous element to Allied security, 

SOURCE'S RECOMMEMIATIONS: 

6, It is therefore recommended that in view of Subject's collaboration with the 
escapees; in view of his dubious entrance into Italy, and in view of his past 
record as a Soldier, Subject should be repatriated to Gemany as an unde^rable 
alien in Italy, It is therefore recoomended that Subject be sent to the Rlndnl 
Compound for repatriation to Gemany. 
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
